CITES WRECKING

Public Confidence Dimin- 
ished by House Action on 
Revenue and Road Bills, 
He Asserts. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 5—Declar- 


ing that “uncertainty is disas- 


trous,”” President Hoover in a spe- 
cial message to Congress today 
said the imperative need of the 
Nation was ‘“‘a definite and con- 
clusive program for balancing the 
budget.” 
The message pointed specifically 
to the rejection by the House of 
the tax measure reported by its 
Ways and Means Committee and 
the character of the bill ultimate- 
ly passed, its bill to increase ex- 
penditures for road buildings, and 
a measure described as one which 
would “place an impossible burden 
on the Federal Reserve Board.” 
The President demanded prompt 
enactment of the revenue bill and 
of economy legislation. 
Deplores sectionalism. 
| The President renewed his plea 
that the program must be in every 
sense a national] effort .and that 
sectional, partisan or group inter- 


common good. 

Advocating a “drastic economy” 
| program he asked for reductions 
|; totaling $700,000,000 but including 


; 


‘the $369,000,000 which he said had 
been pared from last year’s ex- 
penditures in submitting this year’s 
budget. He asked for authority 
for the President to reorganize the 
Government. 

Text of Message. 

The text of the President’s mes- 
sage follows: 

“I should not be discharging .ay 
constitutional cesponsibility to give 
to the Congress information on the 
state of the Union and to recoim- 
mend for its consideration such 
measures as May be necessary and 
expedient, if I did not report to 
the Congress the situation which 
has arisen in the country in large 
degree as the result of incidents of 
legislation during the past six 
weeks. 

“The most essential factor to eco- 
nomic recovery today is the re- 
storation of confidence. In spite 
of the unquestioned beneficial ef- 
fect of the remedial measures al- 
ready taken and the gradual im- 
provement in fundamental vondi- 
tions, fear and alarm prevail in the 
country because of events in Wash- 
ington which have greatly dis- 
turbed the public mind. 

“Public Confidence Diminished.”

SHANGHAI, May 5.—Represent- 
atives of China and Japan signed 
a truce today, officially ending the 
hostilities which began here last 


January. 

The text of the agreement was 
not made public immediately, but 
it was understood to specify that 
Japanese troops be withdrawn to 
the International Settlement and 
the road nearby, adjacent to Hons- 
kew. It wag said that some Jap- 
anese troops would be left in speci- 
fied areas between Hongkew and 
Woosung because of the impoasi- 
bility of billeting the entire Jap- 
anese armed force within the !n- 
ternational Settlement. 

The Japanese withdrawal, it was 
understood, would begin within a 
week and would be completed 
within the following month. 

Thus it appeared that the Chi- 
nese had won their demand that 
Japanese troops retire into the In- 
ternational Settlement and that the 
Japanese has won on their point 
that some of their soldiers remain 
in the vicinity of Hongkew and 
Woosung. It appeared also that 
Japan had succeeded in avoiding a 
definite time limit for withdrawal.

Canvassers Assign Eligibles to 
Three Classes; Lowest to 
Be Rejected. 

Intelligence ratings are being 


given to prospective jurors for the

Of the total, $281,539,000 is for 
military activities; while $105,444,- 
000 is for nonmilitary work of the 
department, including a lump sum 
of $60,000,000 for the improvement 
sof rivers and harbors and $32,000,- 
000 for the Mississfppi Valley flood 
control project. 

Not one budget estimate was in- 
creased and no item not recom- 
mended by President Hoover was 
included in the measure.

“The details and requirementa 
of the situation are now well 
known to the Congress and plain- 
ly require: 

“1. The prompt enactment of a 
revenue bill adequate to produce 
the necessary, revenue and so de- 
signed as to distribute the burdens 
equitably and not to impede eco~ 
nomic recovery. 

“2. A drastic program of econ- 
omy which, including the savings 
alreday made in the executive 
budget of $369,000,000, can be in- 
creased to exceed $700,000,000 pcr 
annum. Considering that the whole 
Federal expenditure, except about 
$1,700,000,000 is for uncontrolable 


obligations, this would represent 
an unprecedented reduction. Such 
@ program, to accomplish its pur- 


of all measures that increase ex- 
penditures unless they be for un- 
doubted emergency; the reduction 
in appropriations now pending be- 
low the figures submitted in the 
executive budget on Dec. 9, last; 
a reconsideration of the legislation 
covering those economy projects 
which require repeal or amendment 
to the laws; and an effective grant 
of authority to the executive to 
reorganize and consolidate and 
eliminate unnecessary government 
bureaus and establishments. 
$220,000,000 Further Cut. 

“In the category of appropria- 
tions within the authority of the 
Appropriation Committees those 
committees have given some 
months to devoted consideration of 
the executive budget, which as I 
have said in itself carried a re- 
duction of $369,000,000 belagy the 
expenditures of the current year. 

“Considering the situation in the 
country and a study of the results 
so far attained by the committees, 
together with a review by the ex- 
ecutive offieials, I am convinced 
that, subject to the inclusion of 
conditions mentioned later, a re- 
duction of at least $230,000,000 be- 
low the executive budget can be 
made in the supply B (of which 
some $70,000,000 or $80,000,000 
may be the subject of deficiency 
bilis at the next session). 

“In order to effect these econ- 
omies, to preserve the efficiency of 
the Government, and to assure the 
humane treatment of Government 
employes, authority must be given 
to meet emergencies which may 
arise from such close budgeting 
by the transfer of not to exceed 
15 per cent of any appropriation 
to any other appropriation within 
the same department, provided no 
appropriation is increased more 
than 15 per cent but subject. to 
the approval of the director of the 
budget; and to suspend the teave 
with pay so that the five-day 
week and its equivalent to salaried 
employes can be installed where 
necessary. 

Ousting Employes. 

“With the reduction proposed in 
the original budget, together with 
the further reductions here pro- 
posed, it will be necessary to 
discharge 50,000 to 100,000 em- 
ployes, unless we divide the remain- 
ing work of the Government 
amongst the whole of its erployes 
just as has been done in industry. 
I know of nothing more inhuman 
in the present situation than for 
the Government to add to the pool 
of unemployment and destitution 
when it is entirely unnecessary and 
can «be provided against by the 
same measures which were under- 
taken by industry at the request 
ef the Government itself nearly 
three years ago. 

“In the category of further 
economeis which can only be made 
by changes in laws which would 
give authority to the executive and 
the Appropriations Committees, 
many items were proposed by ex- 
ecutive officers of the Government, 
and some portions of them were 
embodied in the bill presented by 
the special Economy Cemmittee to 
the House of Representatives. Less 
than $30,000,000 direct and defi- 
nite savings were covered in the 
bill which finally passed the House, 
many of the indeterminate and in- 
direct savings in that legislation 
cannot be realized until late in the 
new year or after that. 

Urges tion. 

“Many of the recommendations 
which weer rejected by the House 
of Representatives should again be 
considered. Aside from the econo- 
my proposals affecting employes 
which are here included in the 
above discyssién of the supply 
bilis, there are opportunities to in- 
| Crease the direct savings provided 
} for in the Hapse economy bill from 
$30,000,000 to from $130,000.000 to 
$150,000.000, plus many indeter- 
mingte items which would result 
in further economies. 

“These savings would be over 
and above the amounts of savings 
referred to in the direct appropri- 
ations, Without going into the mer- 
its or demerits of the proposals, 
they do represent the correction 
of abuses and the curtailment ef 
unnecessary functions of the Gov- 
ernment and embrace items that 
can be dispensed with during the

Ne announcement of a change in 
the program had been given to the 
newspapers, though Gandar told a 
reporter he had received a tele- 
gtam in Kansas City early yester- 
day morning, requesting his serv- 
ices for the match here.

For widows the sum is only $29 a month, 
for a widow with children it is $6 a month 
additional for each child, for a child which 
is an orphan it is $20 a month, and $6 addi- 
tional for each of his brothers and sisters. 
But as the committee reporting the bil! 
pointed out, “While this measure is not what 
we want, it is the best we could do under 
the circumstances.” It is indeed. For once 
the principle is established that the Govr- 
ernment must support the widows and chil- 
dren of veterans, the actual cash payment 
can be increased whenever Congress feels 
that it needs to buy some more votes.

“good will Ambassador” and he 
had plenty of time to.play.

States will follow.one with sim- 
ilar purposes made two years ago 
to the Orient, -to stimulate trade 
with Siam, China and Japan. <Ap- 
parently that trip was a success, 
which he hopes to emulate over 
here.

IKE’ the Prince of Wales, Crown 
Prince Frederik has had his 
name coupled with those of 
various European princesses, and 
is noted for his personal charm. 
Unlike the Prince of Wales, who 
is noted for his democratic ways, 
Frederik has little of the demo- 
cratic bearing about him. He is 
a prince of the royal blood, future 
king of Denmark, .and well aware 
of it. He has nothing in common 
with the ordinary run of human 
beings. So perhaps he will not be 
such great a success as Edward 
Windsor of England. 


The chief trouble in a rhatri<- 
mpnial way encountered by Crown 
Prince Frederik, is that there are 
not enough royal princesses scat- 
tered about Europe to afford a de- 
cent selection. ere are some few 
that are eligible, but a fair propor- 
tion of them are just now “at liber- 
ty,” their subjects having tired of 
supporting their royal. families.

True, two of his royal cousins mar- f. 
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on the verge of matrimony, but he 
never quite managed to topple 
over. Just why has néver been 
fully explained—usually such 
things are not explained in royal 
families, or specious explanations 
are given. As When he was en- 
gaged to Princess Olga, daughter 
of former Prince Nicholas of 
Greece. . 

The engagement was announced 
in March, 1922, by King Christian 
and Queen Alexandrina, the Crown 
Prince’s parents, with the statment 
that the betrothal took place at 
Cannes. It was a true “romance” 
according to popular report at the 
time, as the two we id to have 
fallen in love. And then, in August 
of the same year, it was announced 
thatthe wedding had been. post- 
poned. Indefinitely. Because, said 
Frederik, he was unable to find 
a castle to fit his pocketbook and 
fit the royal bride also. But that 
wag the last heard of the engage- 
ment. 


Before that, when King Chris- 
tian was visiting King Gustave of 
Sweden in 1917, it was reported 
that the purpose of the visit was 
to arrange a match between Fred- 
erik and Princess Margaretha, e)d- 
est daughter of King Gustave’s 
brother, Prince Charles. Nothing 
was announced then, and séveral 
months afterward King Christian 
went back to Sweden. That time 
it was Princess Martha, young sis- 
ter of Margaretha, who was ru-

mored the future Crown Princess. 
And nothing came of that. 

In 1926 rumors had it that his 
engagement to Princess Jose of 
Belgium were in prospect; that the 
Queen of Belgium paid a secret 


visit te Copenhagen to discuss the bec 


matter. Newspapers in Denmark 

printed the report, and then it 

diéd a natural death.

s% NLY three years ago Princess 
Ingrid, only daughter of Crown 
Prince Gustavus Adolphus of 

Sweden, was named as the pros- 

pective royal fiancee of Crown 

Prince Frederik, and eulogies of 

the match and the young couple 

were printed. The engagement, if 
any ever existed, was never for- 
mally announced. And since then, 
rumors have been lacking: the 

Crown Prince’s bachelorhood, like 

that of Wales, is becoming accept- 

ed as a permanent matter. 

The two Danish Princes who 
married commoners were Prince 
Erik and Prince Viggo Christian 
Adolphe George. Prince Erik in 
February, 1924, renounced any 
claims he might have to the 
throne, in order to marry Miss Lois 
Booth, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. I. Booth of Ottawa, Ontario, 
Canada, and granddaughter of a 
millionaire lumberman. Prince 
Viggo in June of the same year was 
married to Miss Eleanor Margaret 
Green of New York, granddaugh- 
ter of a former Mayor of that city, 
Abram 8. Hewitt.
